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REPORT OF THE CHIEF ENGINEER OF THE FIRE 
DEPARTMENT. 


Fe.tow C1tTizens :— 


In presenting this my 2d annual Report of the condition of 
the Fire department we have no regrets to make that it has 
not been called into service during the year although several nar- 
row esenpes are reported, which serve to show that we should not 
lessen its present efficiency by reducing its membership. 

As far as the apparatus is concerned it remains the same as one 
year ago. 

Engine Co. No, 2, at their Annual Meeting it January, voted 
to resign their position as firemen. 

It is recommended that the engine and hose carriage be inoved 
to the basement of the town house; the property would not be so 
likely to dry up and would not be so liable to take fire and the 
house could be added to the taxable property of the town. 

It is also recommended that all hose mude of leather be disposed 
of, and hose that is made the whole or in part of rubber be placed 
in its stead. 

The force pump may be in “perfect” condition to do service, us 
the usual price has been paid for the care of it and the additional 
expense of two gallons of alcohol to keep from freezing. 

We are not sure about the pipe. It is recommended that the 
pump be sold to Messrs. Whiting and that they be paid if the 
town should need to use it. 

Where the chances for getting a water supply are so good, it 
seeins out of place to use force. 

And last and least it is recommended that the office of Engineer 
be abolished. Should a fire occur, all that would be necessary to 
he done, would be for each to tell the other what to do and have

it understood that it would be fifty dollars fine if che summons was 
not obeyed.

With a full appreciation ot the sacredness of the trust which 
has been reposed in us, as the guardians of the educational in- 
terests of the town, we have the honor to submit our annual re- 
port of the condition and needs of the public schools, and to 
draw a few inferences from our observation and experience. 

At the annual meeting of the district held March 24, 1888, 
Miss Jennie F. White was elected a member of the board for 
the ensuing three years. An organization was subsequently ef- 
fected by the selection of Mr. Bales as chairman and Miss 
White as treasurer. 

Mr. Ring tendered his resignation as a member of the board 
Jan. 15, 1889, cn account of enforced absence from town, and 
consequent inability to attend to the duties of the position. 


While it may be said that the existence of a state and the 
preservation of its liberties depend upon the courage of the peo- 
ple, it is eqnally true that the wise administration of its laws 
and the maintenance of order and happiness rest upon the vir- 
tue and intelligence of its citizens. 
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Man’s privilege and absolute right to accumulate a compe- 
tency for old age and a patrimony for the rising generation is 
tnquestioned ; but the most valuable legacy which a parent can 
confer upon his child is a good education. For “knowledge is 
power” and will exert an influence which will inevitably govern 
ignorance, Education enlarges and broadens a man, giving him 
a more correet conception of the duties and responsibilities of 
citizenship. Indeed the magnificent system of public schools, 
which this country affords,offer grand opportunities to the aspir- 
ing mind. Suffice it to say that just in proportion as a town 
fosters and encourages its schools, the intelligence, comfort and - 
happiness of a community is advanced. And not the Jeast im. 
portant end to be sought in education, should be the discipline 
of the mind, which is a requisite for success in business as well 
as professional life. At the present time competition is keen 
and to engage in business pursuits, the youth should be equipped 
with a well-disciplined mind, which would enable him to direct’ 
his abilities to such occupations as taste, fitness or circumstances 
may dictate. 

Daniel Webster said, “If we work upon marble, it will perish; 
if we work upon brass, time will efface it;if we rear lofty temples, 
they will crumble into dusi; but if we engrave upon the tablets 
of the minds of our children the principles of industry, honesty, 
and virtue, they will live and brighten to all eternity.” : 

Truly the education of the young is a noble work. 

Comparing the present condition of our schools with the. past, 
we believe that advancement has been made and the indications 
are encouraging for the future. But we must attest our convic- 
tion that the standard is too low, that as a people we are too in- 
different to the moral and intellectual development of the rising 
generation. Though extensive powers are delegated to the board 
of education, there remains with the individual a responsibility 
which is perhaps too little appreciated. The town has been 
wise and liberal in its appropriations for the support of schools, 


and we trust that this spirit of munificence will continue, which, 
supplemented with the hearty co-operation of parents and citizens 
we shall be enabled to make effectual every instrumentality for 
the advancement of the educational interests of the town. True 
the teachers and committee must discharge their respective du 
ties with fidelity, but the fact that there rests upon the citizens 
a responsibility should not be overlooked. 


TEACHERS. 


Teachers cannot have a too exalted conception of their call- 
jng. The idea that muscle and courage are the sole essentials 
of good teachers no longer obtains among sensible people. 


Failures do not often arise from the lack of literary attain- 
ments but rather from the want of tact which more frequently is 
attributable to the lack of experience or the absence of sympa- 
thy and patience with the pupils. Teachers should have a 
proper sense of the dignity of their work, a well stored mind, 
enthusiasm for their calling, tact, a large amount of common 
sense, and personal force. If parents were as anxious to dis- 
cover the good qualities of teachers as to detect the bad ones 
we should see more satisfactory results in our schools. 


Our teachers have been earnest and conscientious to a mark- 
ed extent in the discharge of their duties. That they have at- 
tained different degrees of success as a result of their efforts is 
inevitable. Teaching is a profession and requires on the part 
of those who engage in it special preparation. We would there- 
fore recommend to any, who may eniertain the thought of en- 
gaging in this work the advantage of a course at a Normal 
School. While normal training is not essential, it certainly is 
desirable. 
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TEACHERS MEETINGS. 


The board recommend that the teachers of the different 
schools meet together from time to time for the purpose of dis- 
cussing matters having reference to the best methods of school 
work and the details of school government. In this way one 
teacher may receive the benefit of another’s experience and 
they would thus be able to come into fuller sympathy with each 
other. Those of limited experience would especially receive as- 
sistance, which, it is thought would result in appreciable benefit 
to the schools. The board would be pleased to meet with the 


teachers at any time and give and receive whatever suggestions 
may arise. 


DISCIPLINE. 


Perhaps the most unpleasant duty which a teacher is called + 
upon to perform is the enforcement of discipline. And it is here 
that the teacher has the greatest need of sympathy and support. 

Teachers should use the mildest means that can be employed 
successfully, but they must be successful in any event. Chil- 
dren are not always the best judges of qualifications of teachers 
and unpleasantness between parents and teachers more fre- 
quently arise from an imperfect knowledge of circumstances. 
We cherish the hope, however, that sentence may not be passed 
until a most complete investigation shall establish the justice of 
the verdict. 


HIGH SCHOOL. 


While we would not exalt the claims of the high school unjust- 
ly over the schools of the lower grades, still we desire to call 
the attention of the public to it in a marked manner. The high 
school is of incaculable importance to this community. It is the 
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place and time in which permanent character is developed and 
established more than at any other period of the scholar’s life. 
The class of °88 have the distinction of being the first class ever 
regularly graduated from the school. Appropriate exercises 
of graduation were held in the Town Hall. The present year 
the school has the services of an excellent instructor, Mr. 
Charles W. Marshall, a graduate of Amherst college. And we 
assure the patrons of the school that they have every reason to 
feel gratified with its good intellectual status and fine disci- 
pline. 

To enable the school to maintain a leading position among 
sunilar institutions, it must be provided with necessary scientific 
Apparatus and Books of Reference. It is hoped that some as- 
sistence in this direction will be received from the proceeds of 
a lecture course now being held for this object. 


REPAIRS. 


In the last annual report, the attention of the town was called 
to the condition of the various school buildings, with the recom- 
mendation that a special fund be appropriated to meet necessary 
repairs. The suggestion was generously met by the town and 
the sum of $200 appropriated. ‘The manner in which this fund 
has been expended appears in the report of the Treasurer. A 
new floor and more modern furniture are needed at the Davis- 
ville school. One of the school buildings at the Village ought 
to be shingled. And to meet this demand we would recommend 
that the town make a special appropriation. 


ATTENDANCE. 


We would call your attention to the great importance of se- 
curing a regular attendance of all the children upon the sessions 
af the schools. No child should be absent from his class in 
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school except for good reasons, and good reasons are limited to 
those providential interferences over which parents have no ¢on- 
trol. The child should not be deprived of the objects of his 
natural rights. The loss by irregular attendance accrues not to 
the absent ones alone, but generally to nearly all the members 
of the classes with which they are connected. 

The selectmen in their census of 1888 found 277 children be- 
tween the ages of 5 and 15. years ; 140 boys and 137 girls. 
The registers also show that there are seven under 5 years of 
age and fifty-four over 15 years of age. 

The whole ‘number found upon the school registers, who at- 
tended school the past year, and the average daily attendance 
appears in the following table.
